NEW YORK - “One of our greatest 
Weaknesses has beenthe lackof a joint 
effort in the New York City area. lm so 
excited with the establishment of this 
coalition，Ssaid Helen Zia attheViolence 
Against Asians in America conference， 
held by the newly formed Coalition 
Against Anti-Asian Violence, in NewYork 
City Oct. 17. 

Foralmostfive hours acrowd of about 
300 Asian American leaders listened 
intently as panelists discussed political 
options and analyzed the short but pro- 
ductive history of the Asian American 
anti-violence movement. 

Zia, who recently moved to New York 
from Detroit where she was aco-founder 
of American Citizens for Justice，can- 
didly assessedthe progress ofthe Asian 
American anti-violence movement she 
helped foster and organize afterlenient 
Sentences were given to the killers of 
Vincent Chin:in Detroit in 1982. 

Zia acknowledged the importance of 
the JapaneseAmerican Citizens League 
and the Organization of Chinese Ameri- 
cans for monitoring anti-Asian scape- 
goating and violence. 

Zia said that even the US Commis- 
Sion on _ Civil Rights，whose perform- 
ance under Reagan=appointed Chair- 
man Clarence M. Pendleton Jr has been 
criticized by civil rights groups, “held 
brief hearings on anti-Asian violence” 
The findings appear in the government 
booklet "Recent Activities Against Citi- 
zens of Asian Descent.” 

LITANY 

Zia, however does not proclaim vic- 
tory over anti-Asian violence. She re- 

cited a gruesome litany of the racism 
and anti-Asian violence that has rolled 
across America since the 1982 murder 
of Vincent Chin 

A 10-year-old Cambodian girl was 
shot by a sniper in Texas...ABuddhist 
temple was blown upin Massachusetts 
by Vietnam veterans who said they 
wanted to get even for what had hap- 
pened to them in Vietnam...An elderly 
Japanese woman was set on fire by 
white children in San Mateo Calif. ... A 
pregnant 19-year-old Chinese woman 
Was pushed in front of a New York City 
Subway train by a teacher who said he 
Was overcome with fear of Asians' ... 
An 8-year-old girl was found lynched 
in Chapel Hil，N.C. .In Philadelphia 
Hmong families were stoned and beaten 

and eventually driven out of the city” 
Zia went on for almost 10 minutes, list- 
ing killings，bombings，beatings and 
other atrocities. 

The Rev. Wesley Woo, a program ad- 
ministrator for the Presbyterian Church 
(USA)， said in his talk,“The Roots of 
Anti-Asian Violence，that shifting from 
an industrial to a_ servicey/information- 


oriented economy is causing the Ameri- 
can middle class to shrink. Many work- 
ers are being dropped from higher- 
paying unionized industrial jobs into 
lower-paying positions in fast-food res- 
taurants, delivery services and building 
maintenance. 

As this predominantly white werkforce 
is displaced from the middle class by 
these changes, the medias portrayal of 
Asian Americans as a homogeneous， 
financially Successful “model minority” 
and Asia as the chiefthreatto white and 
black workers standard of living adds 
to the “polarization of our country”Woo 
Salid. 

“The model minority myth is used to 
Sustain an unjust racial system”tithat 
leads to the scapegoating of Asian 
Americans and recently arrived refu- 
gees, he added. 

But anti-Asian violence is nothing new 
to America. This latest wave is little di 
ferent from what Asians encountered 
not long after they first came to the 
Us inlarge numbers. Woo believes this 
wave of violence is acontinuation of the 
harassment and scapegoating Asians 
have endured during previous economic 
and international crises of the 19th and 
20th centuries. 

NYC KOREANS 

Koreans are the newest adition to 
New Yorks ethnic picture. Police brutal- 
ly and conflicts with the black commu- 
nity _ have become major concerns of 
the Korean community，which is _ con- 
centrated in Flushing, Queens. 

Sook Nam Choo, alawyer and mem- 
ber of Korean Americans for Social Con- 
cern, reported two cases of police bru- 
tality that were directed at Koreans in 
Flushing. After the first incident，Choo 
said，most Flushing Koreans，fearing 
police reprisals, did not protest. After a 
Korean cab driver was beaten in May 
1985, however more than 200 Koreans， 
Supported by blacks, attended a rally 
outside the Flushing police station， 

In both incidents the Korean victims 
were taken to the Flushing police sta- 
tion，where they were handcuffed to 
chairs and beaten by police officers， 
Choo said. As they beat the Koreans， 
Choo quoted the police as cursing and 
saying，“You should go back to Koreay 

The established black community as- 
Sisted the newly arrived Koreans intheir 
protests.“We learned a lot from them 
about dealing with police brutality” 
Choo said,， adding that "Asians have 
gained tremendously ”from blacks. But 
she tempered her comments with，“On 
the other hand 1 do think we have to 
recognize that many blacks have some 
negative stereotypes of us and they 
do not understand the history of Asian 
Americans in this country. .There is a

BLACKS AND ASIANS 

The_ Rev. Timothy Mitchell the only 
black leader to attend the conference， 
said his congregation at Ebenezer Bap- 
tist Church has developed closer ties 
with Koreansthan other blacks, because 
it rents a church to Koreans. 

“Most other blacks have no relation- 
ship with the Koreans other than that 
of purchaser and purchasee，Mitchell 
Sald. 

Mitchell then read a statement: “We 
feel that in their desire to establish their 
own economic and institutional base in 
New York City ， some segments of the 
Asian community [a veiled reference to 
Koreans] have Shown a callous dis- 
regard for the black community from 
which many in the Asian community re- 
ceive their livelihood: 

In Sometimes emotional remarks, Mit- 
chell，referring to Choos earlier com- 
ments，Ssalid,“You want to pick our 
brains, but at the same time you do not 
want to respect us asthe leaders of civil 
rights.… 

Mitchell cited Japanese prime minis- 
ter Nakasones derogatory remarks on 
blacks and Hispanics as reflecting 
“growing diabolical racist attitudes 
which are being expressed toward 
black people, nationally and internation- 
ally:… 

Nakasones remarks were also criti- 
clzed by panelists and other Asian 
Americans attending the conference. 

“| can only speak for myself，Ssaid 
Zila "butlmsurethat many people here 
will agree with me when 1 say Prime 
Minister Nakasone's remarks were:not 
welcomed by us. To _ have his thoughts 
attributed to Asian Americans is as dan- 
gerous as relating the trade barriers 
and protectionism that we are experi- 
encing nowtothe Asian American com- 
munity. This is part of the scapegoating 
we are trying to address: 

BOSTON 

Peter Kiang，co-founder of Boston's 
Asians for Justice Coalition and the 
Committee to Support Long Guang 
Huang，discussed the successful or- 
ganizing Strategies used in Boston. 

In May 1985, during the three weeks 
following the release of the Sylvester 
Stallone movie Pambo: 户 rstBlooa Part 
儿 Vietnamese and Cambodian families 
living in predominantly white neighbor- 
hoods in Boston were attacked.The Viet- 
namese weretold to "go backto China'” 
and the Cambodians were told to “go 
back to Vietnam: An apartment build- 
ing 一 home to about 40 Cambodian 
families 一 was set on fire. 

On May 1, 1985, Long Guang Huang 
was allegedly beaten and seriously in- 
jured by a white police officer in Bos- 


tons Chinatown. Huang was charged 
with attacking the policeman.

Denounce Proposition M 


A group of Asian American business leaders and developers 
came out strongly thls week against Proposition M，which would 
impose new building constraints on construction in San Francisco. 
Architect Frank Fung of the company，ED2? said that Prop. M is 
"exclusionary to Asians.” Fung represented the Council of Asian 
American Business Associations at the press conference at the 
Mirawa Restaurant. Developer Joe Chen of the Pacific Center and 
Rede Investment said that M would "co-opt opportunities for new 
arrivals.”Chen added that the "Asian community is increasing at 
the Tate of over 220 percent per decade. If Proposition M bpasses， 
the opportunities thaty”exist now in the city will be closed to 
those who are coming here with all thelir greatest hopes." 

Architect Vincent Tai said reducing the Square footage of 
developments that don't count against the City"s cap "would 
reduce opportunities for Asian Americans in SF. The big contrac- 
tors will just move down and start competing for jobs that 
breviously were bid by .Asians and other minorities. When they 
Scale down，they take jobs away from us.” There are already 3 OFT 
more Sets of controls operating in Chinatown，Tai added. 

Property owned Leslie Tang said that She feels that M ais 
"reactionary. It talks about getting back to _ the “good old days， 
which means“when there were not So many Asians around.” 


The second of two lawsulits against SF?S largest contractor， 工 KW 
Fashions， was settled 1last week， with 工 &W agreeling to pay 
$22,5$00 to the ASsian Law Caucus on behalf of 13 plaintiffs who 
claimed they were cheated out of overtime wages or Unfalirly 
dismlssed. The amount includes costs，but not attorney fees. The 
Caucus won 3a 9$150,000 _ settlement in July against T&W's Sub- 
contractor，FEritzi of California That Settlement did include 
attorneyS” fees， 

T&W settled because the judge in the case convinced them that 
the cost of the trial would have been equal to the attorney”s fees， 
according to their attorney. 

T&W employs about 150 workers，most of them Chinese，1059 
Market Street. A federal investigator filed the wage violations lin 
1983， The US Department of Labor filed an $4810,000 claim 
against the manufacturer -- $403,000 in back wages and $403,000 
in penalties， 了 But the case was dismilssed when the 1lnvestlgator 
Overlooked company records and T&W ended Up paylng only $662 
for minor payroll discrepancies. 


More than 4500 Monterey 
Park-citizens had signed a 全 和 
petition requesting the repeal.

We are delighted -that 
Julie Tang and William Gee are 
both running for the Board of 
SUupervisors，which already has 
an appointed Chinese American， 
Thomas Hsieh. Dr. Leland Yee 
and Gilman Louie are trying to 
increase Chinese American 
representation on the Board of 
Education， which already has 
Ben ITIom. 

Most gratifying，all candi- 
dates， esSpecially Julie Iang， 
have been able to solicit ade- 
quate financial backing from 
the_ community. If no Chinese 
American candidates entered 
the two races thlis year，that 
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would have backed the conven- 
tional wisdom the voters in San 
Erancisco will tolerate no more 
than one Chinese American in 
each elected board. The fact 
that several pre-election polls 
indicate the-high probability of 
Julie Iang's and Dr， Leland 
Yee's election 1s a positive Sign 
that the voters in San Erancisco 
are prepared to elect another 
Chinese American :to each 
board and that additional Chi- 
nese American candidates run- 
ning in the Same race abppear to 
have no adverse impact on Vot- 
cTSScmtirenm 仁

can candidates win or not，the 
important lesson in this election 
year is _ that Chinese Americans 
are tired of being taken for

Since graduating from college in 
1970, they have developed mana- 
gerial skills through Civil Service work 
with the General Services Adminis- 
tration ,the Departments of Justice， 
Interior, Energy, and Health, and the 
Army. After living in Washington, DC， 


they worked in Okinawa, where they 
began their community work in 1974. 


CONCENTRATION 
“Back then they had big concentra- 
tions of Japanese Americans working 
there. In 30 years no one thought to 
organize the Asian contingent，Harriet 
Ishimoto said.“We went to see every 
group that had big concentrations of 
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Asian, Hawaii and Pacific lslanders， 
and organized an event with all 
groups represented. ltincluded a golf 
tournament, a college scholarship 
fund, and a dinner with eight awards 
given: 

These third-generation Japanese 
Americans now consult for Americans 
who want the Japanese to work here. 
“The Japanese need to Invest Over- 
seas. lt helps American labor and 
jobs.

Senior Health Care Servlces. 

Though polls show Gee trail- 
ing in the Supervisorial Trace 
with only about 11 percent of 
the Citywide vote and 153 per- 
cent of the Asian vote，he 1s 
not discouraged.

Affirmative Action ls Hidden lssue 
In Community College Board Race

SAN FRANCISCO - Although 
it has not Surfaced as a major 


campalgn issue，the Slow bnut 
growing movement to bring 
affirmative action to the SF 


Community College District 
dominates the political struggle 
that has Shaken the district in 
.the past year. 

Three of the board's seven 
members are UP for re-election 


-- Chinatown YMCA director 
Alan Wong，who gained the 
most votes ln 1982; Robert 


Burton，a_ retired teacher whose 
brothers，Philip and John，once 
Served in Congress Simulta- 
neously; and John Riordan，an 
attorney who has served on the 
board Since 1971. 

Riordan alone seems vulner- 
able. He is getting his stron- 
gest challenge from Paul Wot- 
man，an eloquent 35-year-old 
attorney and gay activilst. 

IntervliewSs with Wong， Wot- 
man，Riordan，Burton，and oth- 
erS Tevealed that affirmative 
action is the thread connecting 
Several recent incidents at the 
district，and is an important 
factor in the move to unseat 
Riordan. 

The Community College Dis- 
trict consists of SF City Col- 
lege，the Seven community col- 
lege_ centers located throughonut 
the_ city and the administrative 
offices at 33 Gough St， Accord- 
ing to district figures， non- 
whites make up 7$ to 80 per: 
cent of the students and abonut 
60 percent of the administra- 
torS. 


70 PERCENT WHITE 


But the faculty members，who 
far outnumber the administra- 
tors，are 70 percent white. 

。 Were tlchting avery 
entrenched poslition,”said Wong. 
"The faculty senate at city 
college has becn controlled by 
non-minorities for many yearS." 

Last March，the faculty sen- 
ate voted overwhelmingly to 
censure both Chancellor Hilary 
HSsu and City College President 
Carlos Ramirez over their 
attempt to _ influence the selec- 
tion of personnel through affir- 
mative action. Wong and other 
board members rallied behind 


the palr，extending Hsu'”s con- 
tract until 1990 and Ramirez?S 
until 1988. 


In a celebrated incident last 
June，Hsu and Riordan clashed 
at a board meeting over admin- 
istrative appointments， When 
the meeting ended， Riordan 
refused to _ leave the office，and 


Hsu called a security officer to 
have him removed. Wong 
attributed the ongoing friction 
between the men as the result 
of Hsu”s attempt to implement 
affirmative action. 

On Oct. 21，about 80 teachers 
from the community college 
centers Staged a protest march 
outside 33 Gough St.，demand- 
ing higher pay and more full- 
time jobs. Only 40 percent of 
the centers” 1,600 teachers are 
employed full-time. 


NO JOB SECURITY 


Lau，chairman of the 
group's affirmative action 
committee，Said it 1S necesSsary 
to create more full-time jobs in 
order to attract more minority 
faculty members. IThe part-time 
positionSs，he Said，offer no ]Job 
security and too little pay to 
Support a family. 

At City College，whites dom- 
inate both the full-time and 
part-time positions._ Said Wong， 
"The non-minority faculty mem-

bers are Teacting angrily 
because..，、 in order to correct 
the lmbalances，sSsome of the 


Short-term minority members 
have been promoted ahead of 
the long-term whites." 

California Senate Bill 1620， 
passed in :1978， states that 
"generally， California"s commu- 
nity colleges employ a dispro- 
portionately low number of 
minority [faculty and adminis- 
trators]..，、 It ls educationally 
sound for the minority students 
attending a racially impacted 
School to have available the 
positive image provided by 
minority..、employees." 

Wotman， who has been 
endorsed by three board mem- 
bers and eight SF Supervisors， 
Said the district "has an affir- 
mative action policy but doesn't 
have results." He pledged to 
"demand that at each board 
meeting，we have a report on 
the progress. We could hold 


public hearings，if need be."

Asked for his ideas to help 
Asians，Wotman suggested reglS- 
tering students to vote when 
they Sign Up for classes and 
"expanding classes out into the 
Sunset and Richmond areas，to 
be closer to where people 1live. 


STATE SURPLUS 

But the board's most 1mpor- 
tant task，he said，is "to lobby 
the state legislature for more 
money. There's a $1 billion 
State Surplus，but more money 
has gone to the public schools- 
and the University of Califor- 
nia System than to community 
Colleges.” 

With more money，"I think 
there will be sufficient posi- 
tions Opening UP So that we 
can make dramatic improve- 
ments in affirmative action," 
Wotman Sald. 

Riordan has been far less 
Successful than Wotman in fun- 
draising，and has the endorse- 
ment of only John Riordan 
among the board members. 
However，he has the backing of 
Mayor Dianne “Feinstein and 
one Supervisor，Quentin Kopp. 

In a _ telephone interview， 
Riordan expressed mainly praise 
for HSsu. 

"TI think he"s done very well 
in the very sensitive problem 
of affirmative action and hir- 
ing.… You've got to have 
Special consideration for minor- 
ity people. But they must be 
qualified,”he said. 

He gave Some examples of 
unqualified candidates who 
were considered for jobs just 
because they were minorities， "I 
Sometimes criticize Hilary Hsu," 
he admitted. "That's because II 
feel that he makes political 
appointments." 

Burton，who has frequently 
Sided with Riordan in the past， 
also tempered his remarks when 
asked about Hsu. 


SPREAD TOO THIN 


"He's better now that he got 
Somewhat put in his place," 
said Burton. "He works his tail 
off. LTm impressed with that， 
But thought he was Spread 
too thin -- that he shouldn?t be 
involved with running every- 
thing.”. 

Burton has been endorsed by 
10 SF Supervisors and virtually 
every other elected official in 
the city except Quentin Kopp. 

Criticizing Wotman for his 
politlical inexperience， Burton 
Said he would prefer to see the 
board keep all its present 
Imembers. 

Calling Riordan' "brilliant,"” he 
added，"Johnny is many things， 
but he's definitely not incompe- 
tent.” 

Wong and Riordan both said 
they would not Support each

They acknowledge that clubs 
actually do win Small blocs 
of votes with slate card 
distribution and other adver- 
tising of their positions. But 
that hardly merits the atten- 
tion commanded by CADC 
last week.

thiectfectsaoteaCADGES 
actions: 


* CADC is destroyed;

Moreover，jif SF 
is a one-party town，ait 1S 
effectively a no-party toOwn. 

Although it didn'"t rational- 
jze it this way，CADC essen- 
tially asserted，in 3a series of 
procedural votes with about 3 
60-20 split，that the Demo- 
cratic label is irrelevant ln 
San Francisco  -- and no 
irrelevancy Should keep it 
from doing what it feels 1t 
must do It amended its 
bylaws to Suspend the rule 
that only a Democrat can be 
endorsed in a partisan Tace. 

The problem is that，at the 
state _ level， "Democratic” 1s 
not 1irrelecant. Although 
Democratic influence wanes 
as Republicans gain 1n voter 
registration and retain the 
governor's office，Democrats 
still have a majority in the 
leglslature. 

This clity/state schizophre- 
nia on the meaning 0f Demo- 
crat probably explains the 
general pattern of SF officals 
who hold city office endors- 
jing Kopp，and SF officials 
holding state or national 
office endorsing Papan， 
Expericence counts for more 
than mere knowledge. Any 
promises of mutual Support 
from Kopp aside，SF officers 
do not expericence the Demo- 
cratic label making much 
difference for them -- even 
if they have knowledge that 
it does for the state and 
nation. 


DEAL-MAKING 


CADC'S drama -- and its 


problems -- stemmed from it 
upfront acknowledgment of 
what it was doing， Clint 
Reilly，in the past associated 
with Kopp and prescently 
Overseeling Tang's campaign， 
emphasized to CADC officers 
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that Tang needed Kopp's Sup- 
port to win this election. 
That message was precisely 
conveyced to the CADC mem- 
bership in 3a series of meet- 
tin8gs. Papan Supporters 
charged that member voting 
elligibility was eased to 
benefit Kopp at the direction 
of parliamentary advice from 
Kopp supporters. 

Kopp was endorsed with 36 
votes -- exactly the 60% 
necded. Papan had 19 votes， 
and 3 members wanted no 
endorsement. 

Prior to October， CADC 
had endorsed Dr William Gee 
and Tang for supervisor and 
had room for only three 
more if it held to the prac- 
tice of endorsing only as 
many candidates as there are 
seats available. But therec 
was scentiment in the club to 
endorse four incumbents 
--Walker，Ward，Hongisto and 
Maher. 

The club passed a motion 
to endorse four more candi- 
dates，but In actual ballioting 
it managed only three more. 
Tang Spoke for Ward (citing 
the Black Leadership Forum's 
backing of Tang) and for 
Hongisto and Walker (noting 
their mutual support of her). 
The tally was Ward S$2 (95$%)， 
Hongisto 48 (87%)，Walder 43 
(78%)，and Maher 24 (44%). 

CADC board member Gil- 
man Loule and Alice  B. 
Toklas issues_ chalir Greg Day 
-- both candidates for School 
Board -- agreed to_ urge each 
other"s endorsement in their 
resSpective clubs. In balloting 
for lts final two Slots，CADC 
endorsed only Day. Day had 
3 votes (64%)，Sodina Wilson 
26 (47%)，and Leland Yee 25 


(45% ). 
Politics is an art Of makin8g 
arrangcements. People who 


like partlicular arrangements 
call them things that have 3 
bad sound -- like "deal mak- 
ing.” No one Spinning 3a 
coin of political arrangement 
can be Sure whether， with 
the 1larger political commu- 
nityae it SaLIESEOGWEERC 
"coalition building” or the 
"deal making”side. 
Unfortunately for CADC 
and for Tang，this round of 
endorsements -- for the larger 


community -- apparently fell 
on the "deal making” Side. 
Consequently， unless CADC 


achieves 3a _ victory either with 
Kopp or Tang，few individu- 
als or 8roups may Soon again 
be inclined to take major 
risks _ that address 1large San 
Francisco  _ political frustra- 
tions， 

Tang， with her Surprise 
entry for Supervisor in early 
September，gathered momen- 
tum_ from the sheer prospect 
of her changing the SF scene 
into chance for political 
movement. The CADC 
endorsement packages，judging 
from reactions 1last wecek， 
Seem to have Slowed -- if not 
halted -- that momentum. As 
One Observer close to Tang 
put it: "She 1looks like just 
another deal-maker，not inter- 
ested in correlating candi- 
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dates to 1lssuecs，and if she 
gets to the Board she will 
just piece up the pie like the 
rest Of them."” 

Tang responded，"I hope 
people don't see it that way. 
The election process creates 3 
lot of controversies. If 


elected [ wlll stay with the 
issues I Support.”

HISTORY-MAKING POLITICAL YEAR FOR CHINESE AMERICANS 


Whatever happens in the November election Tuesday will be remembered in the political annals Of 
Chinese America as a part of a history-making year.， It is in 1986 that the Chinese American 
community in San Francisco decided to stop listening to ritualistic rhetoric and tired admonitions On 
political participation by self-appointed Chinese American politicians and to pnut Teal meaning of 
participation in practice with neither inhibition nor apology. For the first time in Chinese American 
history and in San Francisco politics，several Chinese Americans are running for public office， and 
in two of the races - Board of Supervisors and Board of Education - there are two Chinese Ameri- 
cans_ running even though conventional wisdom advises a single-candidate Strategy to avold vote- 
Splitting. 

The 1986 political year began with partisan，self-serving political advice given by the So-called 
"political insiders" who strongly urged the Single-candidate Strategy and community Support based 
strictly on ethnicity without regard to a candidate's track Tecord， credibility and electability on 3a

In _ this _ column we strongly criticized this Strategy because we think that ethnliclty alone 1S not 
sufficient to juadge a candidate's worthiness of community Support As much as we wanted Chinese 
Americans to be elected to public office，we considered the Strategy to be inconsistent with the
